Ohio State's Bob White

Bob White. Ohio State's big, 
willing and able fullback, turned 
in the most sensational one-game 
performance by any football play­ 
er of the 1958 season when he led 
the Buckeyes to a 38-28 victory 
over Iowa's Big Ten champions. 
That opinion was expressed by 
sports writers and broadcasters 
answering Tile Associated Press 
post - season questionnaire. Tire 
margin was nearly 3 to I over any 
comparable feat although Notre 
Dame’s George Izo thrilled al­ 
most as many of the experts in 
the course of the season. 
Of nearly 200 replies to the 
questionnaire, 28 listed White's 
one-man show against Iowa the 
most spectacular. In that game. 
White carried 33 times and gained 
269 yards—just short of the Big 
Ten one-game record. More im­ 
portant, he lugged it ll times as 
the Bucks smashed 61 yards rn 14 
plays for the winning touchdown 
in tile final quarter. 
That game previously had been 
listed as the outstanding perform­ 
ance by one team or two teams rn 
a game by the voters. 


It was a duel between White, 
the runner, and Randy Duncan, 
Iowa’s superb passer. Duncan, in­ 
cidentally, drew two nominations 
for his sensational passing in the 
same game, 
which 
netted 249 
yards on 22 completions. The 210- 
pound White raced TI yards for 
Ohio’s s e c o n d touchdown and 
scored two more on short bucks. 
Rich Mayor, air-minded quart­ 
erback of the Air Force Academy, 
placed second in the voting with 
9 ballots for his passing feats that 
brought a 33-29 victory over Okla­ 
homa State. Mayor completed 28 
of 45, nearly half of them in the 
final quarter. 
Votes For lie 
Izo. a second-string Notre Dame 
quarterback in the early part of 
the season, attracted 14 votes for 
3 different passing feats. Six ex­ 
perts thought the most sensational 
performance was Izo’s 
passing 
against Pittsburgh, when lie com­ 
pleted 18 of 26 for 332 yards. He 
also scored 2 touchdowns and 
passed for 2. 
Six others listed Izo’s passing 
against Navy in his first game as 
.starting quarterback. Two picked 
his passing against Purdue.

BISHOP BEST 
REMEMBERED 
FOR HIS HYMN 


Episcopal Bishop P h i l l i p s 
Brooks was a talented giant of a 
man. the most dynamic, exciting 
clergyman of his time. 
And yet Brooks is hest remem­ 
bered. not for his great sermons, 
his writings, his lectures, but for 
a simple Christmas hymn he wrote 
as a young man for the children 
of his Sunday school. 
“0 Little Town of Bethlehem, 
bow still we see thee lie . . .” 
Brooks wrote it just 90 years 
ago—rn 1868 when, at the age of 
33. he was rector of Holy Trinity 
Church in Philadelphia and just 
beginning the distinguished ca­ 
reer which made him an interna­ 
tional figure. 


Theme In Ear* 
The tune to which it is usual­ 
ly sung was originally called “St 
Louis,’’ and was written at about 
the same time by Lewis H Hed- 
ner. Holy Trinity's organist and 
superintendent 
of 
its 
Sunday 
school. One night, so goes the 
story, Redner awakened with the 
musical theme in his ears. 
On Christmas Day Brooks’ mul- 
ti-stanzaed poem. set to Redness 
music, was sung by the children 
of the Holy Trinity. But it was 
years before it became a recog 
nized hymn 
Brooks, descendent of promi­ 
nent 
New 
England 
families, 
preached such stirring sermons^ 
that his fame spread. By 1869 ho 
was called back to his native Bos-i 
ton to become rector of its famed. 

Cltimately he was 
made a bishop, traveled widely, 
and. on request, preached a ser-i 
mon before Queen Victoria in lon ­ 
don, a most unusual honor in his 
time.

With what a sense 
of exaltation did we sing amidst 
the Alaskan snows, thousands of 
miles away from Bethlehem, the 
immortal words: 
“Joy to the world. 
The Lord is come!’* 
Christmas is such a meaning­ 
ful season that certainly its spir­ 
it should not tie confined to the 
25th of December.

There are simple outward ways 
by which we can celebrate Christ­ 
mas all the 365 da>s of the year 
I know a woman, for instance.

A major Christmas enterprise 
the year around should certainly 
t>e an all-out effort for world peace 
also. 
It is good to see in the rear w in­ 
dows of many cars on the high­ 
ways the little sign, “ Pray for 
Peace.” But it is not enough to 
pray for peace 
We must work 
for peace, too. For thousands of 
years we have prayed to the God 
of Jesus Christ for pea-e. but 
through all that time we have 
worked for the god of wai, build­ 
ing our whole economy around 
military preparations 
Doubt* Talk 
Instead of being content with 
Christmas 
rehearsals of peace. 
with shepherds kneeling at the 
manger of Bethlehem, wise men 
bringing their gifts, and radiant 
young angels singing “Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth, 
peace, good will to men." is it 
not time that we should begin 
answering our own prayers by an 
actual performance of peace? We 
can not continue armament races, 
bomb tests, and programs of m as­ 
sive retaliation and expect to have 
peace at the same time. History 
has given that kind of double talk 
Christmas tile lie. 
We need a new’ kind of inter­ 
continental 
Christmas 
missile: 
loaves of bread for the hungry, 
hope for the poor, work for the 
jobless, medical care for the sick.1

NOT HANDICAP

blind is just an inconvenience. 
It’s not a handicap. People get 
it mixed up.” said John Turner, 
a 
successful 
young 
insurance 
agent. 
His left hand stroked his see- 
ing-eye dog. Villa, as he went on 
firmly: “ If means you can’t do 
things as quickly as you'd like, 
you can t hop into a car and go 
somewhere: hut it s not a handi­ 
cap." 
John, an athletic-looking man 
of 23. has the record to back up 
his words. In his first year as a 
life 
insurance 
agent 
he 
sold 
$700,000 
in 
insurance 
and 
re­ 
ceived an industry scholarship as 
one of the four most promising 
young agents of 1956. He ha- won 
tither company prizes. 
Became Blind In 1953 
Retina troubles plagued him ii 
high school, although he was a 
successful 
athlete 
until 
“the 
spring of 1953 I got so I couldn’t 
see at all.’’ 
Several 
operations 
faded 
to 
help Turner more than tempo­ 
rarily. hut he finished high school 
in May of that year 
“ I learned braille that fall and 
got Villa in November of 1963. I 
started school at 
North Texas 
State College in February of 1954 
and graduated in June of 1957," 
he related. 
Top#d Book* 
College 
didn't 
presort 
an' 
great 
problems 
he 
said. 
“ I 
learned to take notes in braille 
and in longhand and had my book- 
taped so I could listen to them 
And I hired readers.’’ 
“ Yes. and they were always 
girls,” 
chimed 
in 
his 
pretty, 
petite wife. Jeanie 
Turner smiled a little. 
“ I majored in marketing and

got a B B A.” he said. “ I took 
some 
insurance 
courses 
and 
figured on getting some Kind of 
a sales job. 
“ It took me about two months 
I checked with about 
14 com­ 
panies. Most of them wouldn’t' 
even consider me. I guess they 
just wern’t interested in anyone 
who couldn't see. 
“Then this Ray Campbell gave 
me a chance to work ” 


Complied, a local manager for 
Massachusetts Mutual, explained 
his action simply: “ I thought the 
man deserved a chance " 
“ I stayed home and studied a 
month or 
t w o . " Turner related. 
“Then we had a course in Dallas 
.it regular intervals. By August 
I 
was earning money 
and 
in 
October, November and Decem­ 
ber of that year I sold and de­ 
livered more insurance than any

Massachusetts 
Mutual 
agents in the North Texas area.” 
Turner 
set 
up an office 
in 
Denton, where he went to school. 
He grew up in Frisco, Tex , a few 
miles to the east. 
Married In Senior Yoor 
He married his senor year In 
school to a girl he had known since 
childhood. He hadn't seen Jeanie 
in several years, he said. “Then 
I heard she was in town, going 
to Texas Woman’s University. I 
called her un and that was the 
most expensive phone call I ever 
made.” he grinned 
During the day John and Villa 
call on customers, walking around 
the town of 30,000. At night, his 
wife gets a baby sitter for their 
baby daughter and drives him 
on calls 
“ I have most of them in my 
head," Turner said of rates and 
other quest ions he might be asked 
about an insurance program. “ I 
can come within a few cents of 
them in the main groups I deal 
with. If I don't know them. I 
call Jeanie or come back with her 
at night.” 
Wife His Roader 
Turner said his wife docs most 
of the reading and he does most 
of the correspondence. 
“ I really don’t feel I could do 
any (letter if I could see,” he said. 
“ I expect to always Ive a sales­ 
man. I don't want to try mana­ 


gerial work, although I feel I 
could probably handle it 
with 
Jeanie and 
Villa, 
if I fried.” 
Asked if he had any main prob­ 
lems. 
he 
laughingly answered: 
“ Not enough business.” 
“Seriously.” he 
went on 
“ I 
don’t 
have a main 
problem.” 
He reconsidered a bit, “ per 
haps you might say I have to 
work 
a 
hit 
more 
at 
night.” 
“Gering baby sitters is our 
main 
problem." 
Jeanie 
said

John’s 
life is as normal

possible. He plays cards with a 
braille deck. “ He's got a phe 
nomenaJ memory for cards,” his 
wife said, “but he hasn’t learned

He follows football avidly, go 
ing to games and getting some­ 
one to describe to him what’s 
going on. 
The word handicap came up 
again. 
“Jeanie and I saw a man with 
a real handicap today.” John said 
"We saw a blind man rattling a 
tin cup He didn’t have a profes­ 
sion and he didn't have a dog like' 
Villa, here. That man was really 
hand ira pped.”

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OBSERVATORY 
TO LOOK INTO 


DISTANT PAST 


BIG PINK. Calif, (AP)—They’ve 
dedicated a I12-million-dollar ra­ 
dio observatory near here tha' 
some day may track and guide 
space ships as they speed far out 
Into the universe. 
It’s believed also that once both 
of the observatory’s two 90-foot 
dish antennas are in operation 
scientists will Ik? able to peer 30 
billion light years back into time 
and space. 
Built by the California Institute 
of Technology, with Navy help on 
financing, the observatory is lo­ 
cated in the Owens Valley, 230 
miles north of Los Angeles. 


Rear Adm. Rawson Bennett II. 
chief of naval research, told a ded­ 
ication audience Friday: “This ob­ 
servatory may be able to reach 
far enough back into time to see 
our own world as it was billions 
of years ago — perhaps while it 
was still l>eing formed.’’ 


Circle In Tim e 
The admiral was referring to the 
Einstein concept that time and 
space are like a doughnut — that 
if you go far enough and fast 
enough you come back w here you 
started. And. since you are sneak­ 
ing up from behind, you get there 
prior to the time of your depar­ 
ture. 
A light year represents the dis­ 
tance that a beam of light—racing 
along at 186 OOO m iles per second 
—travels in a year. 
The farthest man has been able 
to see out into the universe thus 
far is two billion light years. This 
is the range of the 200-inch Hale 
telescope on Mount Palomar in 


San Diego County. 
Actually, there isn’t much point 
in building a bigger visual tele­ 
scope because of the distortion of 
light waves by the earth’s atmos­ 
phere. But the atmosphere has no 
effect on radio telescopes. 


Thirty Billion Years 
Even now, with only one of this 
observatory’s antennas in opera­ 
tion. 
radio signals 
have 
been 
picked up from stars a billion light 
years away. 
When the second 90-foot mesh 
dish is ready next spring, observ­ 
atory Director John G. Bolton ex­ 
a c ts to begin receiving radio im­ 
pulses from stars up to 3 billion 
light years away. 
The observatory w ill be able not 
only to receive radio impulses 
over tremendous distances, but 
send them as well. That's where 
the tracking and guiding of space 
ships comes in. It’s also where 
the Navy’s interest is keen. 
“More than $1,300,000 of the con­ 
struction cost was provided by the 
Office of Naval Research,’’ Adm. 
Bennett said. 
“The research we do here is 
expected to improve navigation of 
ships and planes. In bad weather, 
the stars man has steered by for 
centuries are not visible. Before 
long, fliers and mariners will be 
guided not by the light from the 
stars hut by the radio impulses 
from them.’’

Filled with cranberries and nuts, 
it’s a colorful addition to any 
table. 
Many homemakers bake 
several loafs of cranberry nut 
bread and give them as Christmas 
gifts.
